Thus Pyrates and Outlaws make War on Man- 
kiad, and talk of a Right of Conqueft , but the Civi- 
‘dians tell us, That heisa-Rogue and Villain, who 
being, ask’d how he came by Juch and fuch Things, 
can produce no Title to them but that hehas ’em 
in Pofleffion.

The growing Power of a Neighbour (as above no- 
ticed) is no juftifiable Caufe for War, provided it 
has made no Incroachments ; for tho’ Mens Defires 
ace apt to increafe with their Strength, yet there 
are other Means to be ufed by way of Caution, fuch 
as forining Alliances, and fecuring good Frontiers.
